CONVENTION  REFLECTIONS 

“It  was  a  good  convention.''  That  was 
the  feeling  of  most  at  the  nearly  11.000 
messengers  from  the  churches  who  at¬ 
tended  the  ninety-seventh  annual  sessions 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in 
its  one-hundred-and-ninth  yuar  at  St. 
Louis.  Mo.,  last  week 


elected  as  president.  “We  had  our  high 
hours,  and  we  had  our  UjW'hours,  but  the 
high  were  higher  than  the  low  were 

low.” 

Aside  from  the  problems  which  arise 
as  items  of  business  at  the  annual  con¬ 
vention,  there  are  serious  problems 
with  regard  to  the  meeting  of  the  con¬ 
vention  itself  that  have  to  do  with  the 
place,  the  time  of  year  and  the  time 
of  week. 

There  has  been  some  sentiment  for 
having  a  central  meeting  place  and  al¬ 
ways  returning  to  the  same  city  year 
after  year.  The  name  of  St  Louis  has 
been  repeatedly  mentioned.  Although  the 
hospitality  of  St  I <ouis  Baptists  is  deeply 
appreciated  and  St  Louis  offers  a  ceh- 
tral  location  with  easy  access  by  train, 
plane  or  automobile  along  with  adequate 
hotel  facilities  and  aa  attractive,  audi¬ 
torium,  H  would  not  be  wise  to  settle 
upori  one  city  as  the  permanent  con¬ 
vention  site. 

Many  advantages  can  be  pointed  out  to 
rotating  the  convention  among  several 
large  cities  which  can  provide  the  neces¬ 
sary  hotel  rooms  or  homes  and  a  large- 
enough  auditorium  for  twelve  to  fifteen 
thousand  people.  Incidentally,  the  Bap¬ 
tists  of  St.  Louis  and  other  nearby  Mis¬ 
sourians  should  Journey  to  a  convention 
at  least  now  and  then  If  the  convention 
is  held  in  several  cities,  more  people  will 
have  the  privilege  of  attending  over  a 
period  of  years. 

The  best  time  in  the  year  for  the  meet¬ 
ing  appears  to  be  the  last  week  in  May 
or  the  first  week  in  June.  For  most 
sections,  school  is  out  early  in  May  and 
it  is  impossible  for  children  to  come  as 
part  of  a  family  vacation.  If  necessary. 
Vacation  Bible  Schools  can  be  held  a 
little  later  in  June  than  usuaL
